There’s a world of entertainment—action-packed mystery 
and suspense lightened by clever touches of comedy—in 
Monogram’s “Mystery of the Thirteenth Guest,” which

theater. 


Here is an eerie thriller with all the requisites for a 


neatly contrived mystery picture—¥ 
murders, disappearing bodies, old, 

deserted rambling houses and hood- 

ed killers. But this is no formula 

mystery. It is a film that maintains 

a high level of suspense, and clicks 

solidly because of novel situations 

and creditable performances. 


Heading a strong cast are Dick 
Purcell and Helen Parrish. Purcell 


is cast as a private investigator who | ; 


is assigned to protect a young girl 
(Miss Parrish) from murderous as- 
sailants. Purcell is smooth, capable 
and likeable, and altogether turns 
in a fine performance. Miss Par- 
rish is no less capable as the girl 
who finds her life threatened by 
mystery murderers. 

“Mystery of the Thirteenth Guest” 
is a story of murder and horror in 
an old, long-deserted house. The 
killings start at the stroke of mid- 
night when a young girl visits the 
house to open her dead grandfath- 
er’s will. From this point the action 
is fast and continuous as the film 
sweeps to a smash climax. 

Director William Beaudine has 
turned in a workmanlike job, mak- 
ing the most of each situation and 
accomplishing a neat balance be- 
tween suspense and comedy. 

Lindslay Parsons produced the 
picture for Monogram, and _ the 
writing credit for the screenplay 
goes to Charles Marion and Tim 
Ryan. Others in the cast are Frank 
Faylen, John Duncan, Addison 
Richards, Paul McVey, Tim Ryan, 
Jon Dawson and Jacqueline Dalya.

You can rig up an intriguing campaign with the innumer- 


able gags which can be based on the “13” in the title. Here are 
a few ideas that are simple to carry through. 


Announce that on each hour the thirteenth person buying a 
ticket will be admitted free—your “Thirteenth Guest.” 


Advertise for thirteen people to sit alone in the completely 
darkened theatre to see a midnight preview of the film. 


Newspaper contest can be built around “My Strongest Su- 
perstition” or “Why Thirteen Is Unlucky.” or “Are Superstitions 
Silly?” Inquiring reporter can use same questions. 


If your local radio station runs a quiz show, arrange for a 
series of questions on the origin of famous superstitions, such as 
unlucky thirteen, black cats, walking under ladder, etc. Offer 
passes to see “Mystery of The 13th Guest” as extra prizes or con- 
solation gifts to the losers. 


Stores both big and little always seek ways and means of 
getting people to shop early. Make a deal with them to an- 
nounce in their advertising that the thirteenth person to make 
a purchase each day during the run of the picture will receive 
a pass. 


All persons who can prove that they were born on Friday 
the thirteenth can be “thirteenth guests.” If you're located in a 


large sized city, try rigging up a “Lucky Thirteen Club” to be © 


composed of people born on Friday, the thirteenth. All you need 
is a small group to form the organization and send notices to the 
paper of their idea. They might even incorporate and apply 
for a charter. 


Remember, the more of these gags you use, the greater cu- 
mulative “word-of-mouth” campaign you'll have working for 
you.
